Boyne River has some new friends 


Tom Sheets knows no man is an island. 

That’s why he’s looking to organize the Friends of Boyne 
River to address the environmental and recreational concerns 
of the river. Its first order of business could be to dredge the 
river’s Mill Pond in Boyne City to rid it of an unnatural little 
island all its own. 

After spending the last 30 years teaching in the Alaskan 
bush and running a lodge along the Iditarod trail, the Boyne 
City native came back to his hometown, his roots, his river, to 
retire. 

“The river rat has returned,” Sheets said. 

But home is not quite what he remembers. The river, 
where he fished, swam, and canoed as a boy, has changed. It’s 
eroding. It’s shallow. It’s weedy. 

Now retirement is on hold. 

Sheets would like to see the Boyne River become deeper

and cooler, turning it into a more viable fishing spot. He 
envisions the northern shore of the Mill Pond as a park with 
rowboats and fishing. 

Not enough people are aware of the problems, he said. 
“It kind of crept up on them.” But because he was gone so 
long, the river’s transformation was a much more dramatic 
sight for him. 

Friends of Boyne River will look to rectify the nver’s 
current problems and to be a watchdog of sorts to prevent 
problems from escalating. 

“J don’t look backwards. Always in the present and 
forward,” said Sheets who doesn’t place blame, and simply 
wants to return the river to a more natural state. 

He found an immediate ally in his next door neighbor, 
Marie Zoberski, who has been working for years to preserve 
the river. They both live in homes on the Boyne — Zoberski 


since 1977 — and together have spearheaded the movement 
to bring together concerned citizens. 

“Tom jumped in with both feet and now we’re both 
working on the river. We hope to make the public aware of 
the conditions,” Zoberski said. ‘“We need to bring it back to 
what it was before.” 

Erosion has been the biggest problem, Sheets said, citing 
the periodic rush of damn waters as the biggest culprit and 
noting that some erosion has been due to recreational use as 
well on the banks. 

The flow of the damn waters gradually pushed layers of 
sediment down river, where it has settled in the mill pond. 
The water, once five to six feet deep, is now a foot or less in 
some spots, and too warm for fish to thrive. The pond in

East Jordan hauls 
out 168 tons of stuff 


There were stoves, mattresses, 
carpets, chairs, car batteries, drywall 
— anything you’d need for the house 
and home — except it was all bro- 
ken, battered, moldy or pretty much 
worn right out. 

East Jordan’s curbs were piled 
high for Saturday’s Community 
Cleanup with 168 tons of of the stuff, 
compared to the 254 tons they threw 
away the year before. Waste Manage- 
ment crews spent a half day hauling 
18 truckloads of trash out of town. 

Last year’s clean-up, on which 
the city spent between $16,000 and 
$18,000, took place over a week’s 


time which probably accounts for the 
additional tonnage. 

“We're really glad people took 
advantage of the spring cleanup be- 
cause now we’re going to start ag- 
gressively enforcing the junk ordi- 
nances for material around the 
homes,” said city administrator 
David White. Enforcement means 
notification to home owners in vio- 
lation of the city code followed by 
court action if needed. 

The city will pick up leaves, 
brush and lawn-rakings from May 
18-22. Contact the East Jordan City

An enormous cathedral made of stained-glass 
and stone stands atop a steep hill in the rolling 
country of Lincolnshire, England. 

Cobbled streets extending from the monolith 


breakfasts, and cafes. The buildings, which are 
much taller than wide, rise considerably as they 
ascend the incline. The streets are narrow and 
crowded with people, and converge in an open 
area just west of the cathedral entrance. And this 
is the same as it must have looked like so many 
years ago, when the church was the center of life 
in England’s villages. 

The place to which J refer is LincoJn, En- 
gland. Established in the 11th century, its signa- 
ture attraction is the cathedral, and it is the home 
of one of England’s most renown composers — 
William Byrd. Recognized for both sacred and 
secular music, Byrd was a distinguished composer 
of his generation. Because of his settings of 
psalms and poems, Byrd holds a valued place in 
England’s musical history and in the history of the 
Anglican and Catholic church. 

William Byrd began composing music for the 
church at age 16. From 1563 to 1572 Byrd served 
as organist and choir master at Lincoln Cathedral. 
In 1570 Byrd was admitted to the Chapel Royal 
where he held a joint position with Thomas Tallis 
(a contemporary of Byrd and pivotal musical 
figure in Western music). Together, with the 
permission of the Queen, Tallis and Byrd pub- 
lished collections of sacred songs. (A monopoly 
at the time that enabled them to live very comfort-

In the center of the magnificent cathedral in 
Lincoln is a spactous and adorned choir loft made 
of dark mahogany and maple. Standing in the 
presence of such ornamentation, I could imagine 
hearing the ghosts of 16th century choirs, voices 
raised in praise. singing Byrd's music. Accompa- 
nying the clarion voices would be the ever- 
turbulent tremolo of the pipe organ. And as I 
imagined the tapestry of sound echoing through 
the cathedral and into the streets, I could picture 
people standing shoulder to shoulder in the 
sanctuary listening in worship as sunlight gleamed 
through the stained-glass windows. 

Today Byrd is most recognized for his church 
music, which includes music he wrote for the 
Catholic liturgy and those he composed for the 
Church of England. He is credited for the 
invention of the verse anthem. And many of his 
works are found in the hymnal at your local 
church. The parishioners at the Lincoln Cathedral 
still hold Byrd in high honor. It can be seen in 
their church services, which still feature massive 
choirs and Byrd’s music, and it can be seen in the 
Telics that adorn the mighty structure. 

More information about William Byrd can be 
found in any library or on the World Wide Web. 
Of course, the most profound experience is 
visiting the Lincoln Cathedral and letting your 
mind wander. But be prepared to spend a bit of 
time there, and make sure to visit the tea room 
across the street.

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A week full 
of bumps 
and bruises

I've never been the parent that our children 
turn to when they’re sick. But I’m usually the one 
with the bandages, soothing words and antiseptic 
when they get hurt. I'm not sure why that is, 
because 1 am the original “panic”’ parent. 

When I get a telephone call that one of our 
children has been hurt, I’ve already planned their 
physical therapy schedule even before I find out 
that it’s simply a sore shoulder. 

There is no way to adequately describe that 
feeling of hot and cold that comes over you when 
someone lets you know that your child has been 
injured. It’s not a pleasant feeling and one I could 
miss without any regret. It’s also, unfortunately, 
one I felt this past week not once, but twice. 
Lucky me. 

The first call involved a “crushed” finger that, 
fortunately was just a little bit dented and required 
little more than a few x-rays and a kiss. The 
second call, however, was much more serious and 
quite a bit scarier, especially since we were 
nowhere to be found at the time. 

We don’t use our answering machine, mostly 
because we only seem to get bad news on it. For 
some reason I'd rather hear unpleasant things from 
an actual person, rather than some dumb machine. 
But this week J also realized that not using our 
machine means that people who need to contact us 
can’t. So for at least one of the injury reports, we 
were “unreachable.” Fortunately, we were 


_ eventually found and began our emergency room 


tour. 

There are only a few things that can send 
chills up my spine: being told I have an injured 
child, having to watch that child in pain, and 
thinking about watching the child in pain. And I 


_ always wondered just how I’d react if I was 


suddenly faced with having to face all three 
scenarios at the same time. I imagined myself 
calmly dealing with the situatidirthen going into 
hysterics after it was all over. Well, if you: skip the 
calm part, I was pretty much on track. 

But we did get through the calamity and are 
on our way to recovery. Our son will get better 
too. But] still can’t shake the feeling that if the 
kid had been sitting in front of the television set 
this wouldn’t have happened.

write himself, but hopes Friends of Boyne River can 
help find funding for it. Dredging the river could also 
cost upwards of $100,00 said Sheets — another 
project for the coalition to tackle. 

Sheets is looking to fashion the Friends of Boyne 
River after the Friends of the Jordan, another grass- 
roots organization which works to improve and 
maintain the environmental and recreational quality 
of the Jordan River and its watershed. He pointed out 
the rivers’ similarities in that they are about the same 
size and both empty into Lake Charlevoix. “I 
consider them sister rivers.”’ 

“It’s bigger than I am,” said Sheets who hopes 
other concerned citizens will lend their support to the 
group. “We need lots of help.” 

Guests attending the group’s first meeting on 
Wednesday, May 6, at 7 p.m. at the Wolverine- 
Dilworth Inn will include the DNR, Lake Charlevoix 
Association, Tip of the Mitt Watershed Council, 
Friends of the Jordan, and Northwest Michigan 
Resource Conservation Development. Sheets 
encourages any other interested groups or individuals 
to attend as well. For more information call 582-5824 


Boyne Falls is shallow as well and seeing much of 
those same problems. “This was not something 
natural,” Sheets said. 

Sheets also pointed out how Purple Loos- 
estrife has invaded the river, crowding out most of 
its natural vegetation such as cattails, and degrad- 
ing its bio-diversity. 

Zoberski has worked extensively to eradicate 
the weeds which changed the water current 
enough to erode about eight feet of her bank, 
which she subsequently reinforced with rocks. 

The Loosestrife is an imported plant, which 
invaded U.S. waters via ships, much as zebra 
mussels have. Zoberski and Sheets may apply to 
use an environmentally safe herbicide to rid the 
river of the foreign invader. 

The group will look to the DNR to perform an 
environmental assessment to identify the river’s 
major needs. The department has already sug- 
gested monitoring water temperature with special 
thermometers, a cost Sheets is willing to under-

Troubles mount for 
former Boyne coach 


Former Boyne City High School 
varsity baseball coach Steven C. 
Kehrer, who is accused of sexually 
assaulting a 15-year-old female stu- 
dent in a Battle Creek hotel room last 
June, has been charged with groping 
the same girl a month earlier. 

Kehrer, 48, of Charlevoix, 
turned himself in at the Antrim 
County Jail after a warrant was is- 
sued for his arrest for second-degree 
criminal sexual contact. 

Last December, a judge ordered 
a jury trial for Kehrer on a charge of 
first-degree criminal sexual conduct 
in Calhoun County for an alleged in- 
cident involving the same gir). 

That incident occurred last June 
while the high school baseball team 
was in Battle Creek for the state tour- 
nament, according to Detective Sgt. 
Bruce Dykehouse of the Michigan 
State Police. 

A trial for the Battle Creek inci- 
dent was scheduled to begin Tuesday, 
May 5, in Calhoun County district

court. 

The new charge stems from an 
incident that apparently happened 
before the trip to Battle Creek, 
Dykehouse said. Police said Kehrer 
was driving the girl home following 
a baseball team practice when he 
pulled on to an isolated road and 

, fondled her. 

The case was delayed until re- 
cently because the assault occurred 
somewhere between southern 
Charlevoix County. and northern 
Antrim County, Dykehouse said. 

Details of the investigation were 
sent to the state Attorney General’s 


' office to settle the question of juris- 


diction. 

The attorney general decided the 
case should be prosecuted in Antrim 
County. 

Kehrer resigned as baseball 
coach in August after the school dis- 
trict began its own investigation of 
the incident. He also worked at the 
district’s Great Lakes Academy.

arlier this year, the Boyne City Commission 
began looking at the idea of harvesting 
trees at Avalanche Preserve and using any 
revenues from the timber sale for recre- 
ational improvements within the city’s parks system. 
A subsequent review of the park’s trees by city 
manager Eric Strahl and a forester, resulted in putting 
that consideration on hold. The forester suggested the 
city first decide the uses for the park before any 
cutting occur, Strahl agreed, and said the city needs to 
assess what Avalanche is and what city residents want 
it to be years from now.

BOYNE FALLS VOTERS WILL DECIDE JUNE 8 ON NEW SCHOOL 


The pros and cons of building new 


If Boyne Falls’ voters pass a $6.2 
million school bond proposal on June 
8, the community could see a new K- 
12 building on the school’s M-75 
property as soon as 18 months after 
the election. 

Last Tuesday, the school board 
held the first of two special commu- 

wmity information meetings following 
the state’s recent approval for the dis- 
trict to issue bonds for the new con- 
struction. 

“The board has a fiduciary re- 
sponsibility to the district,” said 
board president Marv Schwem. “We 
felt that the most judicious use of the 
taxpayers’ money would be to go for 
anew school.” 

The 29.8 year, seven mil} bond 
proposal is 4.4 more mills than the 
2.6 residents have been paying. On 
May 1, the district paid off a 10-year, 
$700,000 bond that paid for the ad- 
dition of two classrooms and two 
bathrooms. 

The yearly cost per household 
would be $245 based on a $70,000 
home. Since 1995, the district has 
paid an average of 4.9 school mills. 

Last week’s meeting was the 
ninth in a series of informational fo- 
rums the district has held over the 
past year to gain community input on 
updating the school facility. 

During that time, an architec- 
tural committee, comprised of mem- 
bers of the community and school, 
worked with Traverse City architec- 
tural firm, GBKB, to research the 
condition of the school and to assess 
the district’s needs. 

Inspections uncovered numer- 
ous safety and health code violations 


in the building and found most of the 
classrooms below the standard in 
size, lighting and ventilation. The 
media center, science lab, art room, 
locker rooms, kitchen and cafeteria 
were also found to be inadequate. 

The committee proposed three 
scenarios for updating the building. 
Cost estimates for renovation only 
were estimated at $3.6 million, and 
for remodeling and expanding were 
$5.2 million. The group’s last pro- 
posal and final recommendation to 
the board was to construct a new fa- 
cility for $6.2 million. 

“The initial intent wasn’t to build 
new,” said superintendent Pat Smith. 
But the cost of renovating and ex- 
panding the current building was 
only slightly lower than building a 
new school. Renovating and expand- 
ing the existing building would also 
result in an even smaller playground 
and a good portion of the building, 
when finished, would still be more 
than 30 years old. 

“Anytime you are doing some- 
thing to a building you are caught in 
a trap of having to upgrade to con- 
temporary standards,” said GBKB 
architect Robert Dehne, pointing out 
that codes and regulations have be- 
come more rigorous. 

“As a member of the board of 
education, it is my responsibility to 
provide a quality education to the stu- 
dents of the district and that includes 
health and safety,” Schwem said. 
“You can’t teach quality classes in an 
environment like that. You can’t 
teach in a dungeon.”

It would specifically segregate 
the three grade levels into two sepa- 
rate wings, with shared facilities such 
as a media center, computer lab and 


distance jearning lab in centralized , 


locations. 

An up-to-date art room, kitchen 
and cafeteria would also be localized. 
The new facility would also feature 
atwo-court, regulation-sized practice 
gymnasium, music room and voca- 
tional-education room. 

Community members, leery of 
being stuck with a tax-bill for a 
school that could still close down, 
questioned the board last week about 
enrollment numbers. 

Approximately 280 students cur- 
rently attend the school which posted 
a higher enrollment in February than 
in September. It has also early-en- 
rolled 10 more kindergartners than 
last year. Smith did say that early 
enrollments normally go up with 
some attrition as years go by. “That 
ebb and flow is going to take place,” 
Smith said. 

The district has lost some stu- 
dents to schools of choice due to art, 
sciences and college courses. 

“In a way we will be gaining 
simply be retaining kids,” said 
Schwem. He also believes the school 
will attract other students with its 
vocational education curriculum, 
noting that no school provides all of 
those choices.

perception that fewer children would 
be born in the community had other 
residents worried that there won't be 
enough kids to fill the new school, 
which would be designed to accom- 
modate up to 360 students. Smith 
noted that demographics show a 
slight growth in the birthrate.in the 
next five to seven years. 

It is the board’s belief that if 
smaller districts do end up consoli- 
dating, the district with the newest 
facility would virtually guarantee an 
educational presence in its commu- 
nity. 

In response to citizen concerns 
about the quality of education, Smith 
said that MEAP scores were up from 
last year, and have consistently gone 
up, and that students’ scores were 
higher than other schools in certain 
areas. 

Prior to the election the BEE 
Proud Committee will target the yes 
votes. Its chairperson, Dave 
Korthase, asked the audience to vote 
for what is best for the community. 
“We as parents have a responsibility 
to our children to educate them. We 
do not have a responsibility to take 
care of this facility or owe them anew 
one. Those are things that we owe our 
fathers,” Korthase said. 

The school board has made no 
decision on the future of the current 
building, and is exploring all options. 
The bond issue does have funds set 
aside for the removal of the building 
if it becomes necessary. If the money 
is not used for this purpose it will be 
used to reduce the overall project 
costs.
